Bayts the Cotton Factory Times, tho 
employers In the cotton trade are 
again betaking themselves, to their old 
habit of cribbing time. It never was 
totally abolished, but due to the act- 
ivity ol our Inspectors It was for some 
years up 
to recently 
kept within 


reasonable bounds. But due to the 
spread ot the telephone system firms 
are now at it again, though they are 
never tired of averting that they lose 
money on every pound of yarn and 
piece of cloth they produce. Tho sys- 
tem js neither morp nor less than rob- 
bei-y, and oufjht to be put down by 
Imprisonment of 
those who do it. 


Were all the operatives In a mill paid 
by piece 
It would not bo so bad, but 


In weaving sheds there are a. considera- 
ble number of clay Imnds, while in 
spinning in Ella (hoy are nearly half 
the numljer. II Is, of oourHC, only fair 
to slate that in spinning mills the spin- 
ner EL-IS the advantage of his plncer's 
overwork, but we are sure he does not 
want U, and would prefer bare work- 
Ins time. The queer thing about Uie 
business is. that although employ era 
will not hecp to the la-w ,thoy aro 
always complaining about being over 
Inspected. If they would do as they 
ought, they would need no Inspection 
whatever. The fa-ct that even with 
what they term mringent Inspection 
they still break the law, proves that 
they are under 
Instead of 
over in- 


spectdil. 


A meeting1 of tho weavers of Inilta 


mill Stockjiort, r,-as recently held to 
take Into consideration the proposals 
made by tho Kmplover's Federation 
for a sfitllement of the weavers' dis- 
pute. After a lengthy discussion In 
which it u-ns evident that the pro- 
posals were not at ail satisfactory. It 
was decided that the provident, secre- 
tary, anil two of the committee should 
again meet the employer, and then thi 
whole matter In dispute be left entirely 
with them. The results of the confer- 
ence were to Die effpot lhat the sum- 
monses against the olhcr weavers hav- 
ing been withdrawn. 
IL was agreed 


that the rmpioyer pay "the expenses 
In connection with the case that was 
brought Into court and that the weav- 
ers submit to a flun of one shilling per 
loom on the understanding that Die 
whole of the money realized from the 
fines lie given to some charitable in- 
stitution. 


To all appearance there Is likely to 


he a struee'e at Clitheroe between the 
operatives and employers on a question 
ot 5 per cent, reduction of wages for 
local disadvantages. This Is not a new 
Question for 
the Weavers' Amalga- 


mation. The same difficulty has had 
lo be contended against at ono place 
and another ever since the amalgama- 
tion was formed. Hundreds of pcmnds 
have been spent in resisting what the 
Clttheroe employers are now trying to 
enforce,

Furthermore, there are set 
out a number of pieces of metal, any of 
which would be capable of killing a 
man, which were extracted from some 
of the dummy figures^experimented on 
at Woolwich.
